S o you’re moving in with someone, and it turns out he or she already has 
a roommate— one that is sometimes smelly and at times quite charm- 
ing. In furry form, that is. What happens when your new roommate— 
whether a friend, significant other or family member— has a pet? 

Navigating someone else’s adoration for an animal can add a thorn to communication in 
the kingdom of living together. 

Tread carefully experts advise, whether Fluffy belongs to a platonic roommate or a 
romantic interest. People can have emotional attachments to a cat or dog that rival similar 
feelings toward kids, said Dr. Jeremy Martinez, a Los Angeles-based psychiatrist. 

“Some people will see their pets like children and may tie a lot of importance to that pet, 
more than you might realize,” Martinez said. “You might see the pet as just an animal, but 
they might see it as a family member.” 

If you’re moving in with someone who expects you to be a pet parent— or if you are decid- 
ing how much of a role you want to play in the pet’s life— experts offered some guidelines: 


Communicate 

An animal, which should be a spirit lifter, can 
in fact become a wedge. Before moving box- 
es in, make sure to sit and speak. Just as you 
would talk about bills, discuss who will care 
for the pet and where it is allowed. 

“Dogs are really good at invading space,” 
said Cat Warren, author of “What the Dog 
Knows.” ‘Are you going to allow the dog to be 
in the bedroom when you have sex? Much less 
on the bed.” 


Take care of your own pet 

At least in the beginning, the responsibilities 
of pet ownership— feeding, walking, trips to 
the vet, purchasing food and other supplies — 
should be the primary pet owner’s responsi- 
bility said Charlotte Reed, a self-described 
“petrendologist” who offers pet etiquette 
advice. 

“Don’t expect your new boyfriend to want 
to walk your dog,” she said. 


Don’t force someone 
to love your pet 

If you were coming into a relationship in 
which a significant other had a child, you 
would need to let that relationship develop 
naturally Martinez said. 

The same is true where a pet is concerned. 
The first meeting can be key “Kneel down; 
let the pet smell your hand,” Reed said. “Don’t 
come looming over.” 

Be open to change 

“Very often in new relationships, the person 
who has the pet is loath to give over any 
control,” Warren noted. “They have to 
be willing to give over some control.” 

Understand your routines might 
change. For starters, let the new person 
feed the dog, if he’s willing. Have him 
set the food down, then quietly stand 
behind the animal, Warren advised. 

Realize your pet 
might love the new 
addition more 
than you expect 

Sure, one fear is a dog 
growling at the new room- 
mate, boyfriend or girlfriend. 

But what happens if the pet 


actually likes the new person more? 

“That can be very discouraging, and we see 
that happen with actual children too,” Marti- 
nez said. “Oftentimes that does require a dis- 
cussion of those feelings between the two indi- 
viduals, so that they don’t harbor resentment.” 

Be prepared to walk away 

Sometimes living with someone who has a 
pet reveals a different side of the pet owner. 
What if the person doesn’t take good care of 
the pet? What if she thinks having a room- 
mate means she can abdicate some responsi- 
bility? 

“You have a date and don’t 
want to come home? Either 
get home to make sure you 
can feed your cat, or say to your 
roommate, ‘Do you mind feeding 
my cat?’ ” Reed said. “Don’t assume 
anyone is going to take care of your 
responsibility” 

Life lessons 

Whatever happens, experts say co- 
habitating with a pet will lend les- 
sons about the strength of a friend- 
ship or relationship. 

“Sometimes, dogs are great sort of 
barometers,” Warren said.

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Army parachutist remembered

Sgt. ist Class Corey Hood, the Army parachut- 
ist who died over the weekend following a jump 
during the Chicago Air & Water Show, wanted 
to be a soldier since he was a child and was de- 
termined to make his mark in the military his 
stepfather said Monday 

“He was an incred- 
ible, incredible young 
man,” Wayne Mills 
said. “If someone 
told him something 
couldn’t be done, he’d 
find a way to do it. 
That’s why he was ris- 
ing so fast through the 
ranks. ... He was proud to serve his country It’s 
a great loss for us.” 

Hood, 32, died Sunday a day after he was 
knocked unconscious after colliding in midair 
with a member of the Navy’s precision skydiv- 
ing team along the Lake Michigan shoreline. 
The other parachutist landed on a beach near 
the main viewing area for the show; he suffered 
a broken leg. 

The Army Golden Knights and Navy Leap 
Frogs parachute teams were performing what is 
known as a “bomb burst” when the collision oc- 
curred, according to an Army spokesman. Dur- 
ing the stunt, parachutists faU with red smoke 


trailing from packs and then separate, creating 
a colorful visual in the sky 

Hood joined the Army after graduating from 
Lakota West High School near Cincinnati and 
had recently finished basic training in Oklaho- 
ma when the Sept. II, 2001, attacks occurred. 

“He joined the Army because he wanted to 
be a soldier,” Mills said, adding at one point: 
“He was doing a soldier’s job, and unfortunately 
he was kiUed here in Chicago,” 

Hood served five tours of duty in Iraq 
and Afghanistan and had earned numerous 
awards, including two Bronze Stars. He had 
logged more than 500 free fall jumps and 
75 military static line jumps during his career, 
according to his Army biography 
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Hillmann

WHY l*VE RISKED 
MY LIFE 95 TIMES 


July 9, 2014; I fell to the zigzag bricks flat 
on my back— astonished at how the glory 
unraveled so quickly 

Kmozo (bull runner) dropped his knee into 
my chest, and my leg popped up in recoil. The 
i,200-pound bull swooped in; his foreleg collapsed as 
he swung his head, low and graceful. The point of his 
horn struck my inner thigh. I felt a needle prick, then 
avast universe of nothing. He lifted me in a majestic 
lunge. My leg sailed between the planks of the bar- 
ricades. No pain. I grabbed my crotch and thought, 
l^hank Qod it’s not my balls. I want to have kids. 

The horn slid out. I fell to the coarse bricks again. 
On my back I grabbed the barricades, pulled and 
tried to scuttle under them. Brevito gored my leg 


again with a short jab. He looked me in the eyes and 
seethed so ferociously his horn resonated inside me. 
Then he plucked his horn out and vanished. A para- 
medic dragged me under the barricades to safety 
I peered into the baseball-size wound. What have 
you done to yourself? Then a calm voice whispered, 
oAccept it. Tou knew this day would come. 

Blood streamed down my leg from the second 
wound and filled my shoe. I craned my neck to see 
the color of the blood, ^ark is good, bright blood is the 
artery. I couldn’t see it. Is this how I die? 

Still, even then, I knew that if I survived, I would 
run again in Pamplona. 

INSPIRED BY HEMINGWAY 

Ernest Hemingway’s “The Sun Also Rises” was the 
first novel I ever read; I was 20 years old. The book 


changed my life —it made me want to become a 
writer and run with the bulls. Three years later I trav- 
eled to Pamplona for the first time. 

I should mention that in those days, I was a de- 
structive monster of a person. Alcoholism fueled my 
furious spirals into darkness. My family hospitalized 
me for mental illness, and I was jailed for almost kill- 
ing a man in a fistfight. But reading Hemingway and 
setting this goal to come to Pamplona had opened a 
window for me— something to work toward instead 
of against. 

And so I ran. 

‘I SAW ... MY OWN FURY’ 

I saw glimpses of myself in the Spanish fighting 
bull— my own fury my own destructive power. The 
most wrathful bulls on the streets of Pamplona are 
sueltos, lone bulls separated from the pack. They lose 
their herding instinct and attack everything in sight. 
These animals became very precious to me. I longed 
to calm and direct one up the path to his herd, the 
same way I wanted to become part of a community 
to channel my negative impulses into something 
positive in society 

I wish I could say that I cleaned up my act right 
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then, but I was still drinking, and at times 
my anger got the best of me. In winter 2008, 
back in Chicago, I smashed a beer bottle 
over an off-duty cop’s head in a bar brawl. 

As he wiped away the blood avalanching off 
his forehead, he raised his gun toward me. I 
peered into the blackness of the barrel, then 
crashed a left hook into his temple. That im- 
age of the gun barrel stayed with me. 

FIGHT EXTENDS 
TO ALCOHOLISM 

In 2010 I encountered a monstrous black 
suelto named Tramposo peering into his 
reflection in a dark glass storefront window I 
approached him and waved my rolled news- 
paper in his line of sight. His hooves scraped 
the damp cobblestones, and he charged 
hard toward me. I sprinted up the street. As 
I jogged up the street close toTramposo’s 
sharp horns, suddenly veteran Spanish run- 
ner Miguel Angel Perez dashed up beside me. 
We led the bull together. 

After that run I met friends nearby at Bar 
Txoko, and one placed an ice-cold beer in 
my hand. I grimaced as the desire to drink 
clutched me. I closed my eyes and the end- 
less blackness of that cop’s gun barrel sat 
point-blank before me. I handed it back. 

HELPING AFTER A 
CATASTROPHIC PILEUP 

On the run on July 13, 2013 , 1 encountered a 
catastrophic pileup blocking the tunnel. 


But then the pile broke and the bulls 
trampled through. At the bottom, five 
unconscious men lay with their mouths open, 
but their crushed chests wouldn’t inflate. 

I grabbed the worst off, a 19 -year-old, and 
dragged him away A group of us got him into 
the surgery room, and they saved his life. 

I thought of this often after my goring, while 
I walked with the aid of a cane for two months, 
slowly rebuilding the muscle fiber in my thigh. 
But as the run approached this summer, 
dreams of my death haunted me: a dark street; 
a buU’s horn punctures my chest; I dance along 
the horns as he rips the life from me. 

‘I HAD TO SEE 
THIS THROUGH’ 

As I sat with my wife at the airport, I realized 
this could be the last time I held her in my 
arms. I squeezed her tight and wept like a 
baby as I told her I loved her. But I had to see 
this through. 

As I stepped onto the course July 7 , 1 was 
surprised there was no fear, just peace and 
happiness. But when the run began I felt 
claustrophobic. I was on the course, but I 
didn’t truly run in the tradition, the way I’d 
learned over the years. The only way to truly 
run with the bulls is to run the exact center 
of the street and let the bulls find you. My 
runs the next days descended into cowardly 
panic attacks. 

The night before the seventh of eight 
runs, a friend offered some advice. “Don’t

“It is untouched by 
tourism,” Hillmann said 
of Cuellar.

beat yourself up about it. Just know that if it 
doesn’t happen tomorrow or the next day it 
doesn’t matter. What matters is that it will 
happen whether it’s tomorrow or next year.” 

In the morning I was scared as I warmed 


up in a dark hallway that led to the bull-run 
course. I looked down into the cavernous 
holes pierced through me by a bull’s horn, 
squirming black holes stretching to my heart. 
Why are you doing this? Tou could die doing this! 

I closed my eyes as the runners sifted past my 
doorway letting me know it was time to en- 
ter the street. oAm I afraid to quit? oAm I too 
weak to face that?f^ine, Til quit, then. I opened 
the door and stepped onto the brisk street. 
^ut Tm gonna run this one last time. Nervously, 

I thought about the bulls waiting in corrals at 
the edge of town. Tlease show me the way? 

I jogged in the center of the road as the 
bulls approached. The pressure closed in 
around me. I breathed steadily and looked 
down as I ran, watching the center line of 
the street. The path opened to me. I was all 
alone. I sprinted into the emptiness. The ani- 
mal swooped up smoothly behind me; I could 
tell by the screams from frightened runners 
near me, trying to get out of his way I glided 
like the bull does, with urgent, long strides. 
He linked with me. We were one and I was 
at peace and I led him up the way Then he 
passed me slowly along my side. His hooves 
clapped the bricks in the exact spot where 
one of his kind nearly took my life a year 
ago. His mighty coral-colored horns bobbed 
peacefully His dark eye acknowledged me as 
he found his own way along the cobblestone 
path and disappeared into the arena.

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BOARD’S DECISION 
A HUGE WIN FOR NU 


A week into fall camp, 
Northwestern already 
is i-o. 

The National Labor 
Relations Board’s 
decision to dismiss a 
union election peti- 
tion means NU’s long, national nightmare 
appears over. Think that’s putting it in overly 
dramatic terms? Maybe. 

But do you recall what NU coach Pat 
Fitzgerald told the Tribune in February fol- 
lowing his team’s woeful 5-7 season? 

“I don’t think any team dealt with a bigger 
distraction than we did a year ago,” he said. 
“We dealt with it fine, but I think it hurt our 
team’s performance on the field. Why do I 
feel that way? It’s a huge allocation of time. 
We only have so many hours to be with the 
guys, and we were taking the time to educate 
them on situations that had nothing to do 
with football. For me, that’s the biggest trag- 
edy for those seniors. Tragedy is a hard word, 
but that group will never get that time back.” 

The Kain Colter/College Athletes Players 
Association movement had and still has good 
intentions, namely long-term health care and 
an educational trust allowing players to return 
to campus long after their eligibility expires. 

The union movement prodded the NCAA 


and university presidents to finally grant 
student-athletes stipends, unlimited meals, 
four-year scholarships (some schools, includ- 
ing Northwestern, already offered those) and 
representation on the NCAA’s autonomy 
committee. 

But the feeling here always has been that 
the student-athletes are not employees. 

Can they or should they be fired for poor 
performance? No. Should their scholarship 
package be taxed? No. Can they be traded, 
like professional athletes? No. 

The only downside to this decision is that 
Fitzgerald and athletic director Jim Phillips 
will never know if they successfully persuaded 
football players to vote against unionizing. 

I’m 80 percent certain the vote would have 
been no, but we’ll never know for sure. The 
votes will be destroyed. 

Colter got 30 percent to sign union cards 
before NU players heard the flip side of the 
argument. CAPA would have needed a major- 
ity to vote yes to unionize. 

Leaders of the 2014 team, namely Trevor 
Siemian, Brandon Vitabile and Kyle Prater, 
all spoke out against unionizing. Fitzgerald 
will have to settle for the knowledge that his 
veteran players had more faith in him than 
CAPA to treat student-athletes with the fair- 
ness they deserve.

lines. It seems like an odd statement coming 
from a guy whose career has been built on 
lines. After all, if Sodikoff opens a restaurant 
and there’s no line, does it even exist? 

As I interviewed Sodikoff for this piece, 

I asked him why the self-serve soda at Small 
Cheval is served in an old Coleman cooler in- 
stead of the vintage refrigerator that he used 
at Roxie’s By The Slice, which previously 
inhabited the space. “The door opened the 
wrong way” he explained. “If you were in line, 
you had to reach back across people to open 
it from the left. It didn’t feel right. Because 
the fridges were so old, there are no parts to 


change the way it opened, so I scrapped it in 
favor of the cooler.” Sodikoff might be one 
of the most detail-oriented restaurateurs I’ve 
ever met. When a guy pays attention to how 
a fridge opens and the impact it has on his 
restaurant, it’s hard to believe that he didn’t 
know how big Small Cheval would launch. 

Then again, Sodikoff’s success is also 
based on the fact that he hasn’t yet rested 
on his laurels. He’s humble and hungry Few 
would close a pizza place (Roxie’s) that was 
eventually doing hundreds of orders a night. 
But Sodikoff doesn’t do good enough. “I 
want a feeling of enthusiasm and excitement. 


from myself and my staff and my leadership 
team,” he said “I don’t have a fixed formula. 
I’m not reviewing daily P and L [profit and 
loss}. I believe in long-term sustainability ... I 
want to open places that connect with people 
for a long time, and Roxie’s didn’t have that 
feeling.” 

I stopped in recently to see if Small 
Cheval’s long lines were emblematic of the 
recaptured feeling Sodikoff craved or if they’d 
soon fizzle out because of unmet promise. 

The scene 

On a recent Wednesday at 6 p.m., the line to 
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order was 30 deep. The candy-colored assort- 
ment of Adirondack chairs on the back patio 
were stuffed with every stripe of Bucktown 
and Wicker Park citizenry including blue- 
shirted consultant-looking bros, moms and 
their light-up-sneakers-wearing progeny and 
a couple of tank-top-clad dudes sporting 
Joakim Noah-worthy topknots. 

The burger 

Like Au Cheval’s, the Small Cheval burger is 
basically the quintessential backyard burger 
made by your dad. It’s a satisfying stomach 
massage of greasy peppery beef oozing with 
the very finest in food processor ingenuity 
whose richness is cut by the perfect acidic 
onion and pickle component, all smooshed 
between a master baker’s bun. 

If you only deal in specifics, that’s a toasted 
glazed brioche-style bun from Lincolnwood’s 
Z Baking Co. slathered with lemon juice and 
dijon mustard-infused mayo that enrobes 
a couple of angus beef patties from WW 
Johnson Meat Co. topped with tangy house- 
made pickles and chopped red onion ($8.95). 
If you’re feeling frisky— and you should 
be — add a blanket of melted Kraft American 
cheese ($1) and a few planks of thick-cut 
pepper-flecked bacon ($2) to complete the 
package. The Small Cheval version is, as So- 
dikoff told me, “a dollar smaller” than its Au 
Cheval counterpart. That refers to the literal 
price tag and size. Small Cheval’s bun and 
meat have been reduced slightly to achieve a 
better portability and easier edibility 
Small Cheval doesn’t offer a fried egg op- 
tion like Au Cheval does. Sodikoff said there 
was much debate about that, but he decided 
against it for the short term because Small 
Cheval offers take-out and he didn’t want 
someone getting home to a burger bogged 
down in custard. While I love the egg option 
at Au Cheval, putting the runny egg on a 
burger teeming with this much lustrous mayo 
is sort of like making chicken-fried bacon. It 
sates the base hedonism found in most every 
good foodie, but it’s not necessary 

If you can’t tell, I love this burger. One of 
my complaints about Roxie’s was that while 
the slices were good, I knew I wouldn’t crave 
them on a Friday night like I would a slice 
from Pequod’s. The complete opposite is 
true here. If I want a quick, satisfying burger 
fix. Small Cheval will likely, more often than 
not, be the destination. 

A deconstruction 

That being said, because I’m a critic who gets 
paid to eat in ways no normal human would, 
and because this is, like, my seventh “Cheval” 
burger this year, I took some time and tried 
each element separately Each piece held up 
pretty well. A cynic might quibble at Kraft 


cheese, but like Sodikoff says (and as a prod- 
uct of the same generation, I totally agree), 
“Small Cheval is about authenticity, quality 
and history My childhood was sort of in a 
transitional period. As a kid I liked American 
cheese. That’s what was in the fridge. That’s 
what I ate. That’s very nostalgic.” 

The one thing I think could be improved 
is the beef It was well-seasoned, deeply 
caramelized on the griddle, and on three 
out of the four burgers we ordered, cooked 
medium-rare (one was well-done). But it 
didn’t have that mineral tang or grassiness 
you might find on a locally raised Slagel 


Family Farm dry-aged patty But the Small 
Cheval patty, smothered by thick slabs of 
bacon and all that perfect mayo, is proof 
that the sum truly is greater than its parts. 

“I buy about 2 million dollars in beef a year,” 
Sodikoff said. “We spent a lot of time tasting 
options that could provide that much beef 
with consistency and quality, and for $8.95, 
that’s a great burger. For $16, $17 or $18, we 
could serve beef that’s dry-aged or hand- 
chopped, and that’s the kind of thing we do 
at other spots or will do in the future. But 
that’s not my intent here. We want to con- 
nect with a broad group of people.” 


Shakes and fries and drinks 

Fries ($2.95) are almost mahogany colored, 
well salted, double fried and served in wax 
paper bags. They have a slight softness, so if 
you’re a golden crispy McDonald’s-like fry 
aficionado, you might not love these. But if 
you like a rustic skin on fries in the style of 
Al’s Beef or the now-defunct Hot Doug’s, 
you’ll love them. 

The chocolate and vanilla shakes ($3.95) on 
offer are both frosty and rich, but the vanilla, 
which displays flecks of real vanilla bean, was 
my favorite. If you’re looking for a refreshing 
limey summer cocktail with a touch of peach 
perfume, don’t miss the peach gimlet ($12). 

The service 

It’s counter service, but the night I visited, the 
woman behind the register apologized that 
the credit card machine had stopped working 
and that the restaurant was cash-only Unbid- 
den, she picked up the tab for our drinks as 
compensation, which was a kind gesture. 

Bottom line 

Lovers of Au Cheval’s burgers now have a 
spot to grab that same great burger outdoors 
on a rockin’ patio while sipping peach gimlets 
and listening to the low rumble of the passing 
Blue Line. Though, unfortunately if the early 
opening lines are any indication, the wait for 
the burgers here at Small Cheval won’t be 
much shorter than they are at Au Cheval.

Speakeasies are enticing by the clandestine nature of their 
histories alone, but The Drifter holds a special allure. Inside, 
a time capsule of early 20th-century Chicago awaits, with an 
impressive collection of circus memorabilia, a stage for eve- 
ning cabaret shows and a Prohibition-era door accessed on 
the lower level. 

Cocktail choices are printed on decks of vintage tarot cards, 
many of which rotate in and out of the deck daily, beverage 
director Liz Pearce said. 

One drink sticking around for the summer: the Essential 
Monsters, offered on a card featuring an illustration of a surly 
half-man, half-ram creature flanked by a duo of nymphs. This 
cocktail pulls off a tricky combination with aplomb: Jeppson’s 
Malort, vanilla and pamplemousse liqueurs and a cleansing 
dash of lemon, with each ingredient both complementing and 
ameliorating the flavor of the next. 

Pearce said she created the drink because she loves Malort, 
a local liqueur with a polarizing bitter flavor, and enjoys 
changing people’s perceptions of it and similarly “difficult in- 
gredients” by balancing them in a cocktail. 

“It’s one of my favorite drinks to date, with a lot of complex- 
ity and evolving flavor as you drink it,” Pearce said. “It may not 
be for everyone, but those that get it, love it.” -l.p.

Extreme spicy food: 

Is it feeding your ego?

A friend of mine is a spicy foods addict, the 
kind of guy who grimaces, cries, pants and 
contorts his arms in twisted angles to emote 
his physical pleasure through pain. He owns 
a collection of extreme hot sauces, the ones 
with colorful labels and titles referencing the 
devil, your butt and poisonous snakes. 

“Why do you eat this if it gives you so 
much pain?” I’d ask Ryan. 

His justification: “It gives me a rush.” 

I’m reminded of this because of Burger 
King’s forceful marketing push for its new 
Fiery Chicken Fries (Spoiler alert: They’re 
not good.). Granted, there’s a hefty segment 
of America mocking the processed chicken 
fingers, but for every derisive tweet under 
the #fierychickenfries hashtag, there’s one of 
excitement over the idea of what one Twitter 
user called #stupidspicy fries. Meanwhile, 
consumers are lapping up everything from 
ghost pepper candies to habanero pizza 
offered only when the peppers are at peak 
potency to bags of Doritos peppered with 
surprise mouth-burning chips. 

Better to get your kicks from hot wings 
than heroin. At least the endorphin rush 
spicy foods provide is legal. And yet, it’s the 
opposite of every other rush Americans 
delight in. Take bungee jumping, or sky div- 
ing. The thrill there is about facing down the 
very real possibility of pain, and the elation of 
coming out the other end unscathed. With, 
say a quadruple-pepper burger, the pain is 
unavoidable. Where’s the thrill in that? 

Scientists have long said the pain is the 
point; your body produces endorphins to bat- 
tle the displeasure, so ultimately you end up 
feeling good. But that’s not the whole story 


Curiosity certainly plays a role. Ads for 
the Fiery Chicken Fries use the phrase “of- 
fensively spicy,” which is a strange gambit 
of reverse psychology to intrigue consumers 
enough to bite. It’s like a swimsuit magazine 
teasing “extra homely models on page 14!” 

Then there’s the West Loop’s High Five 
Ramen, a 16 -seat subterranean ramen 
counter known for serving two of the spiciest 
bowls of ramen in the city On the menu, un- 
der the flagship bowl, is this warning: “There 
may be pain, suffering, sweating, discomfort 
and a creeping feeling of deep regret that is 
followed by pure sensory euphoria.” Intrigu- 
ing, right? Your neighbors think so, at least: 
Lines can stretch more than an hour long on 
weekends. But most of all, the push toward 
heat ... and more heat ... is driven by ego. 

I have no doubt a certain segment of the 
population orders and enjoys this spicy ra- 
men, or the various hot wings around town 
that do extreme spicing. But then I think of 
Jake Melnick’s XXX Wings challenge, which 
says if you can finish a basket of its habanero/ 
ghost pepper/Trinidad scorpion wings, your 
name will forever be enshrined on its “Wall 
of Flame.” 

Yes, we’re just talking about a wall at a bar. 
But it represents the victory people attach to 
surviving, even thriving on these dare-spicy 
foods. Go on YouTube and search for “Jake 
Melnick’s Wing Challenge.” You’ll find videos 
of (mostly) young men huffing their way 
through a basket of the XXX wings, napkins 
scrunched in fists, heads held high. Me, I 
don’t need my toughness measured by toler- 
ance to pain. I suppose I could go bungee 
jumping with a defective harness. But I’m 
not gonna.
